no contract or lease ig now in force in relation to the Salt Springs ; bet 
the same are unoccupied. 

Early inthe year 1822 it was deemed expedient to make an attempt te 
carry into effect the act of 1012, entitled “an act to lease certain Salt 
Spriags,” on such terms as best to meet the objects expressed in that act, 
nately; the ensuring them {to be worked the most extensively and moat 
advaviazeously to the state.” Pursuant to public notice a contract was 
made by an agent instructed on the subject, by which contract the lessee 
engaged to prodace 600,000 pounds of merchantable salt per annum and 
te dispose of the same to the citizens of the state, at prices not exceed- 
ing seventy-five cents per bushel, and to have the works in operatorn 
by a given day. But one offer having been received, it was accepted and 
the terms secured by a condition of the forfeiture of the lease in the event 
ef any failure. i 

The lessee having forfeited the lease by a fahore of the drst stipala- 
tion—it might be considered unnece<sury to communicate to you the terms 
which were thought most consistent with the purposes of the act. Lut, 
inasmuch as it may be deemed by the Legislature espedient to cause those 
waters to be employed in the most advantageous manner, and possibly re 
garding a different policy from that which | have thought most conststent 
with a fair consiraction of the act; I have. therefore, herewith dild be- 
fore you a copy af the instructions, in conformity to which the cuniract, 
substantially, was made. 

In making this communication it may be a proper occasion {a remark, 
that the Salt Springs, granted to this state by Congress, have heen found 
ta possess a very strong impregnation, and are abuudant in quantity. They 
were used duriug the late war with much success, though without theeap- 
‘plication of much skill or aitention, and with but small capital. "I hese 
springs are situate in the counties of Clarke and Monroe, aud several of 
the best of them neardthe bank of the Tombeckbe, uot exceeding half a 
mile from that river. about twenty miles above its confluence with the Ala- 
bama, and of course convenient to an extensive water transportation for 
distributing through the state this necessary of life. Every advantage of 
supply for the support of works, is embraced by the situation of these 
springs; anda great extent of vacant well timbered land Hes adjacent 
thereto. It is properalso to observe, that the lessee was pot prevented 
from carrying into operation his cuntract from any apprehension that it 
would be unprofitable, but for wantof means to procure the necessary 
materials for commencing the werk. Shonhi it be advisable to bave the 
Sali Springs brought into ose, it will be necessary to authorize the advance 
of a small sum, to aid in commenciag and conducting the necessary works 

This advance need not exceed five thousand dollars, well secured te 
be reimbursed in two years from the commencement af the work. With 
the aid of this smalladvance, 1 bave no doubt, the springs may be jeas- 
ed on very advaniugeous ferms and be extensively productive.

or is in progress, and this yet remains in their hands. The Treasurer 
har, however, submitted his band with such security as the Board deemed 
sufficient, and will hereafter afford a safe deposite far the fonds of the 
institution. The Board have in contemplation, previous to their final 
adjournment, to provide for some permanent, secure, and profitable im 
yeetment of the funds on band. either in thestocks of the General Govers- 
ment or otherwise, according to law.

In compliance with the resolation of the Senate, requesting such irfor- 
mation as l may possess *“' relative to the African slaves to which this state 
has a claim,” I have the honor to reply thet the only African slavés within 
my koowl-dge to which this state bas new a claim, are these imported in 
the vessels Constitution, „Harino & Louisa in the summer of 1816, dmourt- 
ing in all when imported, to one hundred acd vine ; these consisted chief 
ły of young men and boys. 

Haring on a former occasion presented {Lis subject to the notice of the 
legislature with such views of the cjaitn of the state. as T deemed due te 
the public interest and warranted by the laws; and heaving since from 
more fall reflection and the concurring opinions of many of our most re- 
putatle men for legal arqu.remest in that branch of dactrine and prace 
tice found no cause for materially changing the siewe | then ventured to 
express: it is not therefore necessary now to do more than to make 
such cursory reference to the laws of the United States then in forre, as 
will lead to an understauding of the present situation of the mutter fa 
question. 1 

By these laws African slaves illegally imported were directed to be 
delivered. when brought in, to the agent that-should be appointed by the 
state, if any, and in want of such agent, to the overseers of the poor, of 
the port or glace. All these laws subject the importers to penalties and to 

. forfeitnre of the vessels in which slaves are Hlegally imported, a d alse 
of the cargoes of such vessels ‘ other than the slaves ;” bat as to these they 
ave required to be disposed of by the several state authorities under sech 
regglations as may be prescribed by the legislature of such state or ter- 
rilory whereinto they are brought. -> 

Under the laws subjecting the imponters to the penalties for iflegally 
importing the slaves in question and the forfeiture of vessels and cargoas 
other than the slaves, libels are now pending in the supreme court of the 
United States by appeal from the district court of the Alabama district. 

Although it is understood the Jibel embrace a prayer that the slaves 
may, in the language of the lay, * rémain subject to any regulations which 
the legislature of the state or territory may have mide. &c.” yet the only 
matters directly cognizable before the court and liable tv be condemsed 
are the vessels and cargoes other than the slaves.

Mr. Casey, from the special conimitice to whom wus referred the mes- 
sage of His Ex. the Gov. and accompanying documents in relation to cer- 
fain African slaves claimed by this state, reported, The laws of Congress 
prohibiting the slave trade, in force when these Africans were imported, 
seem to observe a cautions and delicate policy, owing itis believed, to the 
different :deas on the subject of slave property held by the slave holding 
and non-slave holding states ; and that was to leave the disposition of the 
slaves themselves, that might be iHegally inported,to the state authorities, 
to be disposed of according to the laws of the state or territory into wbich 
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they shontd be brought, to be made free porsonsor slaves as might be the 
policy of the state; declaring however, that the original owners ilirgally 
` importing them shuuld have no property in them ; and that when biought 
in they shonld at once he handed over to the agent appointed by the state 
to reveive them ; and in case no agent be thus appoigted, then to the g- 
versevrs of the poor, with natice thereof tothe Governor. As to the ves- 
sels concerned in the importation, they were to be condemned as lawful 
prizes; and the importers were subiected to further penallies. 

Your committee find that in 1818, when the 109 Afticans were brovaht 
into Mobile, no agent was anthorized by the territory to receive them: 
they were not, as is believed they should have been, delivered to the o- 
verseers of the poor, and the Governor notified as is expressly required 
by law; but were seized by the marshal in the same manner as if th: y 
had been subjected to the fte of condemnation awaiting the vessels and 
cargoes, In 1018, at the first Gen -ral territorial court, these Africans 
were placed by the court in the hands of private persons on bord for eile 
kerpa z tree of charge, and there remained until February 1921. At 
the Ist Federal Distiict Coart; when they were ordered into the care of 
the nivshal. fiir safe keeping and there they stil] have remained as a mnt- 
ter uf individual emolament to that officer, and subject to costs and charg- 
es for so-tenance. instead of being in the faithful keeping and useful peb- 
he = rrice of the state. 

Aihe session of the legislature in 1291. your committee fied this seljact 
was Urst laid before this body, by an executive communication: but. either 
net oon aaderstyad, or not being acted on in time for full consider tion, 
ania deiiitive was done towards the prosecntion of the claim of the 
state, nor the temporary possession, nor the eventual disposition of the 
slivrs, Your committee bas heen informed that afterwards at the suc- 
cveditc detriet federal court ths sclicilor of that circuit and other counsel 
arcorimg to instructions from the Executive, proposed to the court to 
yi ae the slaves for safe keeping. (several having been ruħ off } in cer- 
tan ruspopsible hands who shonld be boond tor their ultimate furthcom- 
ia t+ ha employed in the meantime in public useful service m improv- 
ing the leading roads: this application was not granted by the court, the 
Executive not being authorized by any express law to make it or to em- 
play farce. At the last session the subject was again brought before the 
Jexislature by an Executive communication with documents shewing sev- 
eral other cases of slaves illegally imported, that had been condemned by 
the sume district court in 1821, wherein it appeared that the marshal 
charged for safe keeping and sustenance consumed, the full amount for 
which they sold. 

Your committee upon further enquiry, find that in conformity with the 
act of last session an agent was appointed for the temporary employment 
of slaves in this situation, and instructions gives for employing them on 
the leading state reeds, during the pending controversy. It appears from 
a document submitted to yoor committee, that this course was net caly ap- 
proved by the supreme court of the United States; but was unopposed 
and rather approbafed by the counsel for the claimants then present. 
Appheation was conformably to the suggestions of that bigh federal au- 
thority, made tothe district court at June term last. In preparing which 
application to the court, it appears by the report of the solicitor of that

I feel it a duty while certain subjects having an important relation to 
our navigable waters have been under consideration, “and may yet be 
within the reach of the General Assembly, to cal] your attention to the 
ordinance passed in convention asd appended te the constitufion of the 
state ; the last clause of which provides in the following werds : that ali 
navigable waters withio this state shall for ever remain public highways 
free to the -citizens of this state and of the United States. without any 
tax, daty, impost or toll therefor imposed by tbis state, and-this ordinance 
is hereby declared irrevocable without the consent of the United States.” 
Taking this clause in its moet comprehensive sense it mey well be ques- 
tioned. whother a Shoal interrupting a navigable river may be subjected 
to toll, for improving the same, without the assent of the U. States; and 
it willalways be a question depending on the tepography of the several 
piaces improved, to determine bow far a given improvement may tend to 
limit the existing yberty of any navigation in avy river.. j
